Physicians’ Condemnation of School 
System Brings Hot Retort From 
Board Chairman. 


“Those sensational charges made by 
Physicians and others at a meeting of 
the Fulton County Medical association 
about the public school system are ab- 
solutely untrue. They sound more like 
the ravines of fanatics than the views 
of sensible men.” 

Colonel W. R. Daley, president of the 
board of education, was speaking 
about the statements made at a meet- 
ing of the medical association at the 
Carnegie library, Friday evening. In 
the discussion of the proper raising of 
ehildren, members of the association 
and visitors held that the public school 
system was almost criminally cruel 
to the children because there was not 
enough fresh air, the hours for study 
were too long, the rules were too 
astringent and the children in many 
cases were brought to a state of ner- 
vous depression which made them 
anaemic. 

Surprised to Hear It. 

Continuing, Colonel Daley said: 

“I am surprised that sensible physi- 
cians should have indulged in any such 
talk. Why, what they said was a re- 
flection on the ‘teachers, the board of 
education, the city council and even 
the parents of the children, for they 
not only said the children were badly 
treated at school, but were not . prop- 
erly fed at home. The children go to 
school at 8:30 o’clock in the morning, 
and are out at 2 o'clock. The smaller 
ones get out as early a8 one o'clock. 
They have recesses and plenty of time 
for exercise: The city furnishes a 
physical director, who sees that they 
take exercise of the right sort. The 
rules are not too stringent, and it is 
not true that the children are made: 
to git all day in one position and not 
allowed to turn their heads. The ven- 
tilation is good, and it is untrue that 
the artificial ventilation is a failure.” 

When informeg that Dr. Claude 
Smith, a city off.cial, made the charge 
about the ventiuation, Colonel B le; 
valid: 

“Not a Ventilation Expert.” 

“What does Dr. Smith know about 
the science of ventilation? He ‘s a 
#00d chemist and bacteriologist, but 
not a ventilation expert.” 

“What do you think about the hot 
lunch scheme, which ladies desire to 
inaugurate’’ he was asked. 

“I do not see any particular objec- 
tion to hot lunches” was the reply.

To the Farmers Everywhere: You 
will have the opportunity of your life 
Presented to you on December 16 to 
21 in the way of stocking your farms 
with good poultry at a low rate. Poul- 
trymen who will visit the international 
show will of course enter their best 
chickens ,and these chickens all left 
at home brothers and sisters of these 
blue ribbon birds that went to the 
show. The blue ribbon chickens are 
sometimes one {in a hundred only: now 
those left at home are the _ utility 
chickens—the farm chickens. They 
will lay as many eggs as the winners, 
for they are as pure in blood, but they 
have some defect in feathers, etc., and 
are debarred from the show room. 

Now many poultrymen’ sometimes 
find it difficult to dispose of these 
birds, and rather than carry them 
over to another season and have the 


expense of feeding them through the 


winter will sell them at a cut rate, 
Treat them as they should be treated 
and in January they will be laying 
and more than paying for their feed. 
Next January these chickens will 
cost you perhaps twice as much as you 
will have to pay now for them. This 
applies to every one who keeps chick- 
ens. People everywhere are learning 
the art of keeping hens in a small lot 
in the cities and towns without be- 
ing annoyed by a rooster, having only 
a few select hens that without a male 
will lay infertile eggs. The eggs will 
be infertile; that is, they will have 
nolifegermin them,and consequently 
ly will remain fresh for about sixty 
days in winter and fully thirty days 
in summer. These eggs can be poach- 
ed just like the newly laid egg when 
they are thirty days old in summer 
and be sweet to the taste. : 
Now we are living in a progressive 
age. Our grandmothers knew nothing 
about many of the up-to-date methods 
of breeding poultry so that they could 
get the very best results from them. 
When the high-bred cattle came and 
€he Jersey commenced to astonish the 
natives with its rich creamy milk and 
its yellow, rich butter, there were 
thousands of people over this country 
who thought that old Bess was supe- 
rior to the Jersey. They have learned 
better as to the Jersey, but many still 
cling to the old blue hen. So our 
grandmothers and our grandfathers 
never dreamed that a fancy bred 
chicken would be able to push the old 
blue hen aside. They are rapidly, how- 
ever, learning that their dear oldéblue 
hen is becoming a thing of the past, 
for the pure bred hen has taken her

REAL ESTATE TALKS 
BY ADAIR. 


REAL ESTATE TALK BY ADAIR— 
An old trader once remarked that 
the best time to buy is when the mar- 
ket is quiet. It gives you a chance 
to think, to gauge values in the proper 
ratio, and you have time to pick out 
the good things and hold for a rise 
later on when the market becomes 
active. Most people are just the other 
Way; they are not disposed to buy 
until excitement runs high and traders 
are pushing each other aside. The 
man who is brave enough to buy 


- when the market is quiet has every 


advantage. Clear, cool judgment takes 
the place of a frantic desire just to 
get in first for fear there will not 
be enough land to go around. 


— 


The basis and background of all 
land enhancement is increase in pop- 
ulation in centers, not just the artt- 
ficial marking up of prices as parcels 

“change hands. Lapse of time is the 
justification for profit; enhancement 
earned by the changed conditions due 
to the passing years. Centers spring 
up, subcenters develop, lines of travei 
are established and permanent values 
evolved. There are internal trade 
routes within cities, just as_ there 
Were in olden times the trade routes 
to and from Europe the east dictate l 
the location of cities. The internal 
traffic of cities makes congested cen- 


’ ters, evolves a high rent district; calls 


for skyscrapers, man’s effort to create 
more ground area, and causes local 
enhancement of land values. 


The well-prepared real estate trader 
usually has these things fairly well 
thought out beforehand, and is ready 
to act when opportunity presents it- 
self. As the old trader says, you must 
study real estate just as,one studies 
law and decisions of practice in the 
courts; you cannot wait until you have 
a case thrust upon you, then go and 
prepare yourself for practice. Nor 
could a physician after a patient has 
been turned over to him for.treatment 
jump in and study medicine; he must 
be prepared beforehand. So the trader 
must have already studied values to 
some extent and must be prepared to 
act quickly when an opportunity is 
before him If he waits long enough 
to take a course of instruction be- 
fore buying, he will doubtless be too 
late and the. prize will be snapped up 
by someone else. 


The city is not fully grown yet, it 
is only in the formative “stage yet. 
Atlanta today is more like an over- 
grown boy than anything else, it has 
grown so fast that it has “problems.” 
Traffic congestion, crowded streets, 
insufficient apparatus for garbage dis- 
posal; full schoolhouses, need (for 
parks and playgrounds, demand for 
smoother and better graded streets—- 
all these are the problems of a grow- 
ing city. There is one consolation in 
it all (if it be a consolation), by the 
time these problems are satisfactorily 
solved there will arise other and more 
serious ones. The growth of American 
cities is just one problem after an- 
other. A city that outgrows its equip- 
ment as fast as it is’ installed shows 
signs of a healthy growth. Always 
buy real estate in a place that has 
problems” on hand all the 
‘time. 


crease in population. — 


The dream of Atlanta has always 
been a public plaza. Here is a sug- 
gestion that may he taken for what- 
ever it is worth. The new courthouse 
when finished will be the handsomest 
building in the city. Let all the land 
in the two blocks between it and the 
state capitol be bought and made into 
a plaza with marble steps leading up 
to the capitol. The effect would be 
very similar to the Mall in W ashing- 
ton, where the public buildings are 
grouped around an open park, with 
the stately capitol building in the 
center. Our capitol is one of the hand- 
somest pieces of architecture to be 
found anywhere; but its effect is allt 
lost on account of inartistic setting. 
The courthouse and capitol furnish the 
nucleus for a civic center of unusual 


beauty. 


This year has been one of unprece- 
dented building activity in Atlanta, 
carrying out the predictions made in 
early spring. Ten million dollars of 
building permits shows a healthy de- 
velopment; bear in mind that Atlanta 
leads a great many cities of 300,009 
population and over. For a long time 
‘building permits, postoffice receipts 
and bank clearings in Atlanta have 
all shown that*she is in the 300,000 
class. The town booster can make 
all kinds of statements, but cold sta- 
tistics show what Is actually going on. 
For many years Atlanta has been 
playing out of her class, the three 
barometric trade conditions showing 
that she is entitled to be in the big 


league. 


Go out around the edge of the city, 
where you have not been in some 
time, and you will see the reason. 
Long lines of houses stretching out 
into the woods and fields, show that 
the old city is built up. The home- 
seeker and the bungalow builder must 
seck new territory now to ply thelr 
vocation. In all the old part of town 
there is hardly a vacant lot left for 
building purposes. Streets have been 
extended for miles, new cross-streets 
opened, houses built as soon as it is 
physically possible to haul lumber, and 
what is more to the point all these 
houses are occupied. Families are liv- 
ing in them, putting up: with incon- 
veniences and lack of comforts untl, 
street improvements can be laid. Ir 
Atlanta private enterprise has usually 
kept far ahead of public enterprise. 


The holidays are now approaching, 
when men’s minds are upon other 
things than real estate. Conditions in 
Atlanta are so good, and the underly- 
ing structure of values is so sourd, 
that trading is bound to be good after 
the holidays. The year just passed has 
been one of unremittent business, sur- 
passing all previous performances 
eetabiishing new values. The year 
1972 showed downtown values that 
were- truly metropolitan; many lease 
transactions indicated inherent values 
far in excess of present sélling prices. 
In numerous cases it turned out that 
we did not think as much of Atlanta 
real estate as we should have; it has 
shown a strength far in excess of 
the estimates of those who were fa- 
vorably disposed. 


- ‘The variety and diversity of trans- 
actions indicate a’ broad market for 
‘the future. A south-side corner sold 
for a price that a few years ago would 
not have been assigned to the fanciest 


. plece of property on the north side— 


$5,000 a foot. Then a north-side cor- 
ner brought $8,200 a foot, then at a 
eash sale an inside lot brought $5,200 
a foot. These are the victories of 
1912, not chimerical figures or esti- 
mated values, but actual prices paid 
by bona-fide men for real property. 
These are the steppingstones to higher 
things, the records that must be 
broken. Will they be broken in 1913?

CREGS GLY THE GomveRSHUTNG HOLES 
IN NEWSPAPER LAW 


So-Called Publicity Measure 
Attacked in Supreme Court 


In Brief for Newspapers it Is Alleged 
Act Is Void---Freedom of 
Press Restricted. 


Washington, November 30.—Former 
Assistant Attorney General James M. 
Beck filed today in the gupreme court 
his brief in the case brought by the 
Lewis Publishing company to test the 
constitutionality of newspaper 
publicity law. 

The brief discusses fully the power 
of the federal government indirectly 
to censor the press through the reg- 
ulation of the mails, and reviews at 
length the struggle in England and 
America to free the press from re- 
straint and the meaning of the first 
amendment forbidding any abridg- 
ment of the freedom of the press. 

Mr. Beck argues that as the consti- 
tution did not expressly give any 
powerto regulate journalism, and at- 
tempted regulation can only be justi- 
fied as a necessary and “roper means 
to carry out some federa] function. 

He denies that the regulation of 
newspaper owngrship and the enforced 
publicity of its business can be an ap- 
propriate means of carrying out the 
federal power over the mails. 

The brief reviews all of the deci- 
sions of the sunreme court, numbering 
over twenty, in which congressional 
acts have been invalidated by the su- 
preme court by want of constitutional 
power, and it claims the present law 
is within the doctrine of those deci- 
sions. 

“NullNfication by Indirection ” 

Mr. Beck strongly denounces. the 
idea that congress can so use its pow- 
ers as to accomplish unconstitutional 
ends. This the brief calls “nullifica- 
tion by indirection,” and it cites the 
commodities clav- of the Hepburn 
bill, Senator Bever:~-ge’s child labor 
bill and the present perversion of fed- 
era] power to accomplish ulterior and 
ynconstitutional ends. 

After reviewing the struggle which 
led both England and America to the 
freedom of the press, he asserts that 
such liberty consists not only in free- 
dom from absolute Yrohibition, but

The brief argues that the enforced 
publication of a newspaper's circula- 
tion and the pubhHsher’s' creditors 
would unduly burden the power of the 
weak newspaper to compete with the 
stronger, and in many cases drive the 
weak newspaper to the wall. 

He further argueg that at the time 
the first amendment was adopted the 
impersonal dissem...ation of ideas was 
Senerally recognized in _ discussion. 
The “letters ‘of Junius” are cited as 
also the fact that the constittuion it- 
self would never have been adopted 
had it not been for the federalist 
newspapers, published anonymously by 
Hamilton, Madison and Jay. 


Restricts Freedo. of Discussion. 

Any attempt to compel a newspaper 
to disclose either .its. owners or its 
creditors or to compel it to mark as 
an advertisement matter which it has 
published foraconsideration, restricts 
the freedom of discussion and is con- 
trary to the custom of impersonal 
writing, which wrrevailed generally in 
England and America when the consti- 
tution was framed. 

The brief further argues that the ap- 
propriation of the newspaper columns 
to enforce the policy of publicity, 
without compensation, violates tne 
fifteenth amendment, in taking prop- 
erty without due process of law. 

Mr. Beck argues that the law has 
the merit of sincerity in that it makes 
no hypocritical pretense of being a 
means to carry out any constitutional 
power. He quotes the debates of con- 
gress as showing thatthe authors of 
the bill, Senators Bourne and Reed 
and Representatives Henry, Barnhardt 
and others, al] admitted that the pur- 
pose of the act was to compel « pub- 
lic disclosure of the ownersnip of 
newspapers anc of the ~~ influences 
which dictated their policies. 

* An Unexpected Turn. 

Ah unexpected turn was given the 
fight over the constitutionality of the 
“newspaper publicity” law by attor- 
neys. for The Journal of Commerce and 
Commercial Bulletin, Robert C. Morris 
and Guthrie B. Plante, filing with the 
supreme court an opinion of Attorney 
General Wickersham as their answer 
to Solictor General Bullitt’s argument 
in favor of the law. 

The solicitor general's defense of the 
law was built on the theory that the 
law established new conditions regu- 
lating the admission of newspapers to 
second-class mail. 

Attorneys Morris and Plante, in re- 
ply to this argument, referred the 
court to the opinion Attorney General 
Wickersham sent to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock, September 25, in which 
the attorney general said: 

“Provisions of the statute under con- 
sideration should not be confused with 
those of the statutes relating to sec- 
ond-class mail matter.”’ 

The attorneys added that the con- 
struction given the act by the attor- 
ney general has been adopted by the 
postmaster general in the enforcement 
of the law, and authority was quoted 
that this construction should not be 
disturbed unless clearly wrong.

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DUDLEY TELLS WHAT BOLL 
WEEVIL DID IN MISSISSIPPI 


Heeded and 


Farmers Slept and Found Themselves Ruined—Refused 
to Heed the Warnings—Georgia Will Be Caught the 
Same Way, Says Mississippian—One Man 


Made Good. 


E. M. Dudley, of Cedarsville, Miss., 
which is quite near Vicksburg, was in 
Atlanta last week and connected with 
the Atlanta Stove works to travel his 
state, Louisiana and Texas, making 
the larger points. While in the city 
Mr Dudley talked interestingly of 
conditions itn his state and what the 
boll weevil did for the people there. 
Mr. Dudley said: 

“People outside have no conception 
of the havoc wrought by the boll 
weevil. Many families before pros- 
perous were broken up and had to 
move away. Yet there was absolutely 
no need of any suffering or loss of 
money if the people had only heeded 
the plainest warnings 

Same Way in Georgia. 

“You are gging to be in the same 
fix here in Georgia as sure as the 
sun shines. The boll weevil is mak 
ing straight for you and will reach 
here on schedule time. Your farmers 
willbe caught asleep Just aS we were 
and lots of them will go by the board. 

“The remedy is very simple and that 
of course is to diversify crops in time 
to avert the disaster. This and this 
alone will save you. 

One Man Was Warned, Made Money. 

“In my territory is a prominent 
merchant who does a large credit 
business and before the pest came he 
told his big customers that he would 
not carry them another year. This 
he did, because he knew he could not 
influence them. But his smaller trades

he told he would carry 
follow his directions, 
raise hay, corn, peas, etc., 
no cotton. 


“When the crops were gathered that 


man got everything cuming to him 
and his customers were in good fix, 
while the other mérchants were broke 
or seriously crippled and had no trade 
besides.” 

Wonderful Mississippi Delta. 

Speaking of the wonderful Missis- 
sippi delta, Mr. Dudley continued: 

“The delta, you know, is a great 
body of land. Sometimes as many as 
three bales of cotton can be raised 
on an acre without any fertilizer ai 
all. That iand was under water last 
spring and it seems to have killed 
the boll weevil. Many think the pest 
is done for there for all time, but 
others predict its return again. 

“Where the boll weevil is expected 
the only, even partial safeguard, is to 
ralse short-staple cotton, but in that 
rich soil often the short-staple kind 
sometimes matures long, and is very 
Valuable on the market. Those wh» 
belleve the weevil will not return 
next year will plant much cotton 
again and of the long-staple variety. 
It’s a gambler’s chance whether or not 
they escape the pest. 

“If Georgia farmers will visit the 
lands of Mississippl where the weevi’ 
has been they will surely begin now ti 
diversify the crops and not only aver: 
the coming plague but make mor 
money by the change.

THE RETAIL MERCHANT 


Waste about a retai] store is a sub- 
ject that stings the management ali 
during the year, and at stock-taking 
time, reminds him that he would be 
better off had he taxen up the matter 
and gone at it with hammer and 
tongs, rather than as he often does— 
puts off the evil day and unpleasant 
duty to a more convenient season. 

As stated under this head last week, 
there Is goin’ to be a vast amount of 
waste in spite of the best possible ef- 
forts to the contrary, but many dol- 
lars can be saved if the proprietors 
will take up the subject systematic- 
ally and find one leak after another.

With the “‘boss’’ derelict in this par- 
ticular, the salesmen _ fell into the 
same habit, and that leak absorbed 
every dollar of profit that business 
produced. 

The man of all others about the 
wholesale firm who must needs grace 
wisdom and tdct above the ordinary 
kind, is the credit man. His duties 
extend far beyond tne limit of human 


— a 


faculties. The making or breaking of 
a firm is in his hands. 

Last week, under this head, I spoke 
of a credit man saying he required all 
of his salesmen to make full reports 
on every order sent out. If he meant 
what he said and “required” obedience 
to his command, I'll venture the asser- 
tion that he gets poor reports. There 
issome things which can’t be required 
of men, and especially where their 
self-interests seem to lead in a differ- 
ent direction. 

To get the best service out cf his 
salesmen, the credit man must, first of 
all, stand very close to them. They 
must regard him as their warm per- 
sonal friend. When this relationship 
has been established the difficulties 
of this important official are material- 
ly reduced. 

Then the credit man can point out to 

the salesmen, where it is not only to 
the interest of the firm but to his 
own, to make the fullest investigation 
and send uncolored reports. On the 
vther hand, the credit man will listen 
to the traveler as he tells of his own 
troubles. First he’ may have sold a 
bill on what he considered satisfac- 
tory credit, and yet he was forced to 
leave the town before his investiga- 
tion had been completed. He can fur- 
ther find a ready ear to his argumetns 
that while the agency reports may Biv. 
a low rating that he (the salesman) 
has jearned inside facts worth consid- 
ering. 
Without this feeling of confidence 
between the two branches of the tirm, 
there is sure to rise an antagonism 
and the man who sells the goods i: 
apt to put on all the color the pa- 
tient will stand, and the credit man on 
the other hand, will disbelieve every- 
thing, or at least fail to give credit 
when it should be given. 

As a rule, of course, with its excep- 
tions, a man can better fil) the office 
of the credit man, if he has seen aet- 
ual service on .the firing line. This 
subject is a broad one, and will receive 
further discussion in these columns.

If in 
some instances certain roads should 
be required to use a 10Wer rate than 
they now have let complaint be made 
to the railroad commission for that 
special road. 

Georgia needs more roads and bet- 
roads. No class of travelers more 
fully realize this fact than do _ the 
salesmen. Let us encourage the rail- 
roads and at the same time put up 
the most vigorous fight we can make 
to get common justice from the car- 
riers.

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| “GROWING PAINS” AND THE BOND CURE. 


President Wilmer L. Moore, of the chamber of commerce, put 
Atlanta’s municipal troubles in nutshell phrase when, in a recent 
communication to The Constitution, he said that it was impossible 
to treat the city’s “growing pains” with its current income. He 
commended this paper’s indorsement of the use of our idle credit to 
the end of municipal standardization, and declared that that course 
offered the only feasible solution. 


Secretary W. G. Cooper, of the chamber of commerce, in a 
communication published elsewhere, adds his indorsement to Presi- 
dent Moore’s views. Mr. Cooper points, in this connection, a need 
The Constitution has often emphasized: The absolute “blue-print- 
ing” to the smallest detail of the manner in which the proceeds of 
future bond issues are to be expended. The public will then know 
the exact, specific improvements for which it is authorizing expendi- 
tures. Such a plan is an indispensable feature of the use of the city’s 
idle credit. It assures concrete results for concrete outlay. Already 
the chamber of commerce and council are co-operating to this defi- 
nite end. A commission of one hundred:representative citizens, to be 
assisted by able engineers and architects, is charged with the task 
of designing a clear-cut program covering such features as Mr. 
Cooper suggests. 

That a solution is needed, and badly, is not open to question. 
Atlanta has been applying salves, where she should have applied a 
specific. She has been paring and trimming for one year or two 
years, where she should have developed vision and built instead for 
half a century. 

Even this piddling process has been embarrassed by lack of 
funds, by diffidence as to using the city’s credit and by the unwise 
attempt to make current revenue take care of current needs and 
the future also. Any business house, pursuing this course, would 
either staygd still or progress toward—bankruptcy. 

The same process of reasoning applies to municipalities. The 
progressive ones in America realize that fact and act upon it. Atlanta 
is one of the few that does not utilize all of its borrowing ability, 
increasing its indebtedness each year with the enhancement of as- 
sessed taxable values. 

There is Jess justification for our failure to follow this course, 
for the reason that bond issues in Georgia are safeguarded with a 
rigidity approached by few other commonwealths. The state’s con- 
stitution decrees that no municipality shall bond itself for a sum 
in excess of 7 per cent of its assessed tax values. That is a stone 
wall against extravagance, and misuse of credit. 


Under the 7 per cent limitation, Atlanta now has more than five 
millions of credit at her disposal—credit that is gilt-edged in the 
markets of the world. It is likely that the increase of values from 
improvements would alone liquidate principal and interest of any 
amount the city might elect to borrow on that five-million dollar 
margin. A further asset—which will, of course, never be put upon 
the block, but which is gone the less tangible—is the waterworks 
plant, and its income, estimated at a valuation exceeding ten millions 
—which is in the neighborhood of the amount for which the city may 
at present legally bond itself. 

On every hand, we see the need of repairs, rehabilitation as to 
health, educational, street and general facilities. 

The task of materializing them is going forward by tedious in- 
stallments, and it is being done upon the theory that we build for 
temporary and not. permanent use. 


No one denies that some day—and that soon—it will be impera- 
tive to block out and execute a thoroughgoing municipal program. 
Already, there are experts at work pointing the way, 

If we use the idle credit of Atlanta, we not only facilitate an 
inevitable task, but we lighten the burden upon the shoulders of 
posterity by ourselves assuming a part of it. We pass on to pos- 
terity only a fraction of the payment for the improvements in which 
it is to share. We improve the city in which we live today, and we 
pass on to our children a city erected upon metropolitan and not 
“shoddy” foundations. 

These are facts im which the /flaboring man and the capitalist

Andrew Carnegie recently celebrated his seventy-seventh birth- 
day by, announcing that he planned to give all but $25,000,000 of his 
fortune to systematic philanthropy. Considering that. not so many 
years ago Mr. Carnegie’s wealth was estimated as almost within 
the class represented by John D. Rockefeller, the statement of the 
iron-maker is seen to assume significant proportions. 


The student of economics and abstract morality, as well as the 
professional mucl:raker, has had much to say about the evils of the 


doubtedly true, to borrow the phrase made famous by the Rev. 
Washington Gladden, that many of these millions stand for “tainted 
money.” But no man who reads*the newspapers can deny that the 
owners, in notable cases, are taking the best sort of way to purge it, 
and that is by dispensing it so that it will do the most good to the 
most people. 


We live in an era of huge fortunes—the most stupendous the 
world has ever witnessed. We live also in an age of stupendous 
philanthtropies. For several months Rockefeller and Carnegie, for 
illustration, were waging a sort of war to see which could disburse 
the larger sums for the public good. And these two money kings 
are only examples.. They have their counterparts in less degree 
wherever fortune has fallen into the lap of Americans—citizens of 
the world for that matter. For there is little question that what may 
be called the epidemic of philanthropy is wide as civilization. 

Many of the most helpful and life-saving medica] discoveries of 
the day we owe to the research funds established by millionaires. 
Uplift work of every description, general alleviation of human 
misery, has been promoted at the same source. Everywhere, under 
every condition, men are coming to recognize their duty to their 
fellows with a greater keenness and to follow it with a more un- 
swerving fidelity. We are cultivating the elbow-touch, so to speak, 
in our human relations, and the instinct begins with the man who 
lives on the fat of the land and extends to him who ekes out a bare 
subsistence. '

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AGAIN---THE RIGHTS OF THE PUBLIC! 


Nation-wide realization of the interdependence of each unit of 
society is one of the most significant symptoms of the year now 
expiring. In no field has it been more convincingly manifest than in 
the controversies between labor and capital, which, in several in- 
stances, threatened the suspension of business by the paralyzing of 
great railway systems or stopping the wheels of industry in other 
directions. In Georgia, the condition was illustrated by the strike 
on the Georgia railroad which, while it lasted, penalized heavily the 
people of a large portion of Georgia. At the conclusion of the arbi- 
tration growing out of this particular difficulty Judge William L. 
Chambers, the umpire on the arbitration board, warned both sides 
against arrogance and declared that, in the last analysis, misunder- 
standing which could be settled without friction was at the bottom 
of trouble between employer and employee. 

Only a few days ago a similar board, charged with adjusting the 
differences between the eastern railroads and thirty thousand engi- 
neers, handed down its decision with this notable comment touching 
the disaster that would follow a general strike: 

It would be diffiCult to exaggerate the seriousness of such a calamity. It 
is safe to say that the large cities of the east would find their supply of many 
articles of food exhausted within a week. Of so important e commodity as milk 
they would have no more than a day's supply. If a strike of the character 
lasted for only a single week, the suffering would be beyond our power of 
description. The interests of the public so far exceed those of the parties to a 


controversy as to render the former paramount. To this paramount interest 
both the railroad operators and the employees should submit. 


America is only one nation debating the problem involved in 
this condition. England, France, Germany—most of the old-world 
countries—have had to face it recently. Out of the circumstances 
arising from the situation in each instance is emerging the knowledge

The Constitution does not believe in any character of subsidy 
o1 discrimination. If we inclined at all in that direction, we should 
favor exemption from tolls to American vessels engaged in the for- 
eign carrying trade as, for illustration, from an American port, 
through the canal to the Orient. That is where foreign competition 
is going to hit America most heavily. It is not going to touch the 
coastwise feature at all. 

But we do not indorse subsidies or discrimination of any nature.

REVOLUTIONARY SOLDIERS 
GRAVES IN COLUMBUS, GA. 


The well-cared for graves of two 
soldiers of the revolution are in Lin- 
wood cemetery, Columbus, in the pri- 
vate lots of descendants. Both graves 
have handsome tombstones over them, 
ang an imscription that tells the story. 
Un one of these tombstones jis in- 
scribed, “James Allen, born in Vir- 
ginia, July 26, 1864, died in Russell 
county, Alabama, July 12, 1851. Buried 
in Columbus, Ga.” The reverse side 
conta.ns the scripture verse: “I have 
fought a good fight. I have run the 
race. I have kept the faith.” The 
revolutionary service of this soldier 
has been secured and some of his de- 
scendants have availed this eligibility 
to memory for D. A. R. membership. 

The other tombstone contains the 
name of “George Wells Foster, born 
in Virg-nia, June 4; 1754. Died May 
ah, . 2063; 

“He was one of the last signers of 
the state’s constitution.” 

Mrs. Stubbs, “early settlers of Ala- 
Lama,” gives additional information 
regarding George Wells Foster, and 
says he was born tn Lunenburg coun- 
ty, Virginia, came to Georgia in 1790: 
that he married Elizabeth Julia Flour- 
noy, their daughter, Ann Maria, mar- 
ried Dr. Lovick Pierce. 

In. “Columbus, a Trading Town,” 
compiled by J. H. Martin, mention is 
made of in the Mst of “deaths,” “Sep- 
tember 2, in Muscogee, William Scur- 
lock, a revolutionary soldier, aged 81.” 
It is presumed that this grave is not 
within the city limits, but is to be 
found near Columbus in Muscogee 
county.

Judge James C. Jenkins, who was 


appointed to a judgeship in the Phil- 
ippines by President Roosevelt, is re- 
ceiving high praise from the citizens 
of the islands and frem the Filipinu 
press because of the stand he took 
in the defense of the Filipino people.

“*Whereas the justice of the peace 
of this municipality, Pedro Kanlas, ex- 
hibited an issue of a newspaper 
wherein was inserted a denunciation 
by Judge Jenkins ,judge of the court

has demonstrated his altruistic senti- 
ments, placing in a high degree the 
Filipino people in general and the 
inhabitants of this province in par- 
ticular, in repudiating the statements 
of Dr. Johnson;

Wealth Board May Act ai 
Special Meeting, 


MCONDITIONS ARE TERRIBLE’ 


Drainage Near Reservoir Threatens 
to Contaminate City Supply. 
Known for Months. 


Dr. W. L. Gilbert, president of the 
‘health board, will probably be asked 
to call the board into. special meeting 
to adopt resolutions urging council to 
take immediate action to remove the 
danger of contaminating the _ city’s 
water. Alderman Van Dyke is prepar- 
ing the resolution. Council meets at 
3 o’clock Monday afternoon, and the 
matter could be brought up through a 
resolution at that time. 

The attentio nof the board of health 
has already been called to the condi- 
tions around the Hemphill avenue res- 
ervoir, and Dr. Claud A. Smith, city 
bacteriologist, and Dr. J. P. Kennedy, 
the city health officer, made an inves- 
tigation. 

“The conditions are terrible,” de- 
clared Dr. Smith, “and should not be 
tolerated in Atlanta. Something should 
be done, and done immediately. The 
health of the city stands in the bal- 
ance through any delay in removing 
the privy vaults.’’ 

City Health Officer 
pressed himself forcibly. 
that the city should not 
remove the danger. 

Conditions Known for Months. 

That members of council Knew of 
the conditions as far back as Feb- 
ruary 28, 1912, is shown by corre- 
spondence between General Manazger 
W. Z. Smith, of the waterworks plant, 
and Chairman C. C. Mason, of the 
waterworks commission. In his letter 
of February 28, General Manager 
Smith calls attention to a communil- 
eation he was directed by the water 
commission to write to Mayor Winn 
and the city council. 

At the meeting of the water commis- 
sion, February 21 last, council was 
asked to purchase the triangular strip 
on the west side of Howell's Mill road 
for the removal of the houses. 

“You are thoroughly familiar with 
conditionss which you know to be 
such as at, all times will endanger 
the purity of the city’s water supply. 
Something should certainly be done 
and that at once to relieve this sit- 
uation,” is what General Manager 
Smith wrote to Councilman Mason. 


Drains Into Reservoir. 

The. property the city was asked to 
purchase is so situated that it drains 
into the property of the city at a point 
not over 50 feet from the water of the 
reser’ vir, and, owing to the very nat- 
ure of the conditions it is a menace 
to the health of the city. Several of 
the vaults border on the coagulating 
basins which are the first part of the 
filtration system. The others border 
on the big reservoir. There are about 
fifteen vaults on the property that 
drains toward the storage basin. 

General Manager Smith called at- 
tention of council to the necessity of 
the city acquiring all dwellings, sta- 
bles, privies and other buildings, and 
that they all be torn away so that all 
danger of overflow water draining the 
filth into the basin. 

There is a piece of property nearest 
the bank of the reservoir. At the low- 
est point, according to Manager Smith, 
in a corner, not more than 40 feet 
from the water, is a surface closet 
around which is almost all the time a 
pool of filth and water, which, if al- 
lowed to remain, will always seep into 
the Treservoir, carrying with it the 
germs of disease which are present in 
such conditions. : 

The state board of health, 
Secretary Harris, has been making 
analysis of the water at the request 
of Manager Smith and the water com- 
‘mission. The last report submitted by 
the state board pronounced the water 
absolutely pure and Manager Smith 
was commended for its mineral quali- 
ties.

Mrs. Parker had not been in- 
formed of her husband’s second 
marriage at a late hour tonight, 
and friends hesitated to tell her 
the news. Since Parker’s deser- 
tion, Mrs. Parker has earned her 
living by working for neighbors. 
An 18-year-old son is employed on 
a farm near this city and a younger 
boy also -has been helping to pay 
the family’s expenses.

is ill 


Realizing that within a few hours 
he was to be confronted with officials 
from Minnesota who could positively 
identify him, Charles A. .“Long,” the 
West Point citizen arrested as H. W. 
Parker, the absconding bank official 
of Winnebago, Minn., Saturday morn- 
ing made a full and complete confes- 
sion of his crime. 

He informed the Pinkerton de- 
tectives that he willingly would re- 
turn to Winnebago and make good his 
shortage of $20,000, which, he declares, 
was incurred in his efforts to assist 
friends.who could not meet their re- 
sponsibilities. 

His pretty young actress-wife, whom 
he married this year in Atlanta, al- 
though knowing tuat her husband 
possesses another wife and two chil- 
dren in, the Mianesota town, has de- 
clared that she will remain faithful to 
the prisoner, and even wil] return 
with him to Winnebago. 

Sheriff Fleers, of Blue Earth, Minn., 
accompanied by the president of the 
Winnebago Bank of Commerce, from 
which Parker is accused of embez- 
zling $20,000, are now on their way to 
Georgia, and will arrive in Atlanta 
either Sunday or Monday. 


Woman Breaks Down. 


The fugitive banker’s second wife 
was sitting in his cell when the con- 
fession wads made to detectives. She 
broke into tears when Parker admitted 
bigamy. She was escorted from the 
jail, but following the confession, she 
returned to her husband, assuring him 
of her loyalty, and willingness to re- 
turn with him to Winnebago. 

Parker is outwardly relieved by his 
confession. He desires to leave as 
early as possible for Winnebago, and 
to immediately set about to cover his 
shortage. He will be returned proba- 
bly Monday afternoon. bs 

In his confession Parker declares he 
embezzled to cover bad notes of 
friends who could not meet their ob- 
ligations, and who faced disaster be- 
cause of heavy indebtedness. He says 
he did not obtain any of the funds for 
personal use, and that his shortage 
will not exceed $12,000 or $15,000 at 
the most. 

‘The reward of $1,200 will probably 
be given Mayor John T. Johnson, of 
West Point; Mr. Stone, the business 
man, and Detective McIntyre, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway, who caused the arrest. The 
reward was oftered by H. L Bullis, 
county attorney of Blue Earth, . .inn. 

The circular sent by the Pinker- 
tons, which ledto Parker's arrest, de- 
scribes the prisoner as being 41 years 
old; 6 feet in height; weight, 230 
pounds; portly, broad-shouldered and 
dark-haired. 

Prominent in Fraternal Circles. 

The circular also says that in addi- 
tion to having had banking experi- 
ence, Parker is an expert broker and 
stock agent. In Winnebago, he was 
prominent in Odd Fellow and _ fra- 
ternal circles, ar was a member of 
many fraternal ers. 

For the first me since the arrest 
of her husband, Parker’s wife made a 
statement for publication. Over long- 
distance telephone she declared that 
although the prisoner nad admitted 
bigamy, she could hardly believe his 
confession, and that she would not be 
convineeqd he had another wife and 
family until she had gone to Minne- 
sota and seen them. : 

“If necessary, I will return with 
him. I. intend to do so. He is my 
husband. As H. W. Parker, he might 
have had another wife, but as Charles 
A. Long, he is my husband, . He had

PEACE IN SICHT 


Second Month of War Close 
Under Bright Auspices, 


ALL WISH TO STOP CONFLICT 


Armies ,Have Reached a Deadlock 
and Peace Seems to Be 
Almost A Necessity. 


Constantinople, November 30.—The 
cabinet has approved the protecol of 
an armistice, which will be signed at 
2 oclock tomororw afternoon. An 
irade has been issued sanctioning the 
protocol. 

The armistice has been signed by 
the Turks on the one hand and the 
Bulgarians on the other in behalf of 
the four allies. It will thus apply not 
merely to the Tchatalja and Adrian- 
ople, but to all Turkey in Europe. 

The armistice will last as long as 
the preliminary negotiations for peace 


continue. 

It is stipulated that the position 
of the belligerents shall remain ex- 
actly as at the time of signature. 

Up to the present there have. been 
no pour parlers on the subject of the 
terms of peace.

PEACE PROSPECTS 
ARE MUCH BRIGHTER 


London, ‘November 30.—The second 
month of the shortest great European 
war in history closes under brighter 
auspices than the statesmen who have 
been handling the tangled skein of 
conflicting national interests dared to 
predict. An armistice will be signed 
Sunday afternoon in the sultan’s pal- 
ace car by the delegates of the bel- 
ligerent staies, who have been con- 
ferring there in an apparently con- 
ciliatory atmosphere, and. incidentally 
consuming elaborate luncheons pre- 
pared by Constantinople’s foremost 


French chef. 
Hope for Permanent Peace. 

The hope that permanent peace will 
follow on terms which will avoid a 
clash with Austria is strong in all 
the acpitols and assuming the strength 
of conviction. 

From Constantinople, Sofia and Bel- 
grade the press agencies which speak 
with the voices of their governments, 
predict a settlement and portray a 
general desire to end the war. 

The terms of the armistice have not 
yet been announced. Chief interest 
centers in Adrianople, where the Turk- 
ish garrison with diminishing ammu- 
yition and short rations, will make 
aAistoric resistence against the Servians 
and Bulgars with their cordon of ar- 
tillery steadily crowding closer around 
the citadel. 

The project for establishing a diplo- 
matic clearing house, composed of the 
ambassadors of the powers ih some 
capitol, toe exchange views on the Bal- 
kan question during the period of up- 
heavel, gains strength. The Pall Mall 
Gazette predicts that it will be ar- 
ranged within two days. While Tur- 
key and the Balkan states may ar- 
range a treaty of peace by direct ne- 
gotiations they can hardly do this 
without constant consultation with the 
powers. 

Albanians Hold ‘Conference. 

A conference of Albanian politicians 
at Avliona has launched a provisional 
government, with Ismail Kemal Bey, a 
Mussaulman as president, and a 
Catholic vice president. The Albanian 
flag has been raised and Albania has 
been proclaimed a neutral state under 
the protection of the powers. The 
new government has advised the peo- 
ple of Durazzo and Elassona not to 
oppose the Servians. 

This autonomous Albania is an ex- 
tremely nebulous state since Albania 
is without definite geographical boun- 
daries and almost without roads, and 
the people heretofore have fostered a 
deep-rooted prejudice against paying 
taxes to any government. The final

He May Take Oath Without 
Usientalion on March 4, 


President-Elect Willing for Formal 
Ceremonies to Be Postponed 
Until April. 


Hamilton, Bermuda, November ¥o.— 
Woodrow Wilson is. willing to take 
the oath of office as president of the 
United States without ostentatiom 
March 4, and that the formal ceremo- 
nials be postponed until: the last 
Thursday in April. To that extent he 
has | indorsed the propaganda in favor 
of a later inauguration, ‘which ‘has 
been advocated in and out of congress 
in order that the event might be con- 
ducted at a time when the weather 
usually is good. ” 


Many persons have urged the presi- 
dent-elect to sanction a postponement 
of the inaugural ceremonies without 
yrealizing that this can not be done 
without an act of congress, and that 
it is impossible now to change the 
forthcoming ceremony .so far as. the 
taking of oath is concerned. Mr. Wil- 
son's statement today, however, indl- 
cates his sympathy with the later in- 
auguration movement and implies that 
he will gladly assent to a delay of the 
show features of the event if am agree- 
ment to this end can be reached. 

The president-elect has received 
more than 200 letters containing ad- 
vice regarding legislation. Pointing to 
a mass of correspondence Mr. Wilson 
said: 

“That is the idea some American 
people have of giving a man a vaca- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Wilson today paid $7 excess 
postage on newspaper clippings 
speculating as to probable cabinet ap- 
pointments. 

“If you see that Wilson has invited 
this or that man to come to Bermuda 
relative to appointments in the cabi- 
net,” commented the governor “you 
may be sure that the news came by 
way of Constantinople or the Wind- 
ward passage.”

Washington, November 30.—The war 
department is making plans to care for 
the feeding and shelter of the army of 
veterans, confederate as well as fed- 
eral, who are to attend the encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, on 
the battlefield of Gettysburg, next July, 
when the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Great battle will be celebrated. Orders 
today assigned Captain Harry F. Dal- 
ton, quartermaster's corps, as assistant 
to Major Normoyle, the quartermaster 
here who is charged with the military 
arrangements. Both of the officers have 
been authorized to proceed to the bat- 
tlefield. 

It is roughly estimated that 40,000 
veterans must be placed under canvas 
and fed next July, so that a great deal 
of work must be done to prepare quar- 
ters and get proper water supply.

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Burns Admits That Hockin Betrayed 
His Union Comrades---Sought 
Men Higher Up. 


Indianapolis, Ind., November 30.—W. 
J. Burns’ story of his pursuit of the 
McNamaras and Ortie E. McManigal 
after the Los Angeles Times explosion, 
Was told by him at the “dynamite 
conspiracy’ ‘trial today. 

At the time of the 
October 1, 1910, he said, 
train from San Francisco to Los An- 
@eles, and the next day he was em- 
ployed by Mayor Alexander, of Los 
Angeles, to run down the dynamiters. 
He remained -on the Pacific coast until 
the latter part of December, when he 
returned to Chicago. In Chicago, he 
said, he met Herbert 8S. Hockin, now 
gecretary of the Iron Workers’ union. 
Hockin is accused by the government 
of having betrayed the dynamiters 
while he himself was a dynamiter. 

Phe Evidence of Burns, 

Mr. Burns in substance testified: 

“Hockin told me he wouldn't have 
met me if it were not for the fact 
that the dynamiters were going to 
do-a lot of killing. He said John J. 
McNamara, then secretary of the 
union, had employed James B. M-- 
Namara and McManigal to kill as 
many people as possible to bring 
‘about the result he hoped for. I asked 
Hockin where he got his information 
that people on the Pacific coast were 
going to blow me up. He said Olaf 
A. Tveitmoe, of San Francisco, was 
looking after the plot. I told him I 
believed Tveitmoe would do it, if he 
had a chance, for I had opposed 
Tveitmoe in the San Francisco graft 
investigation and I had sent my son, 
Raymond, to Minnesota to get a2 
photograph of Tveitmoe in the peni- 
tentiary uniform and had it published 
in San Francisco. 

‘TT asked if it was 
every member of the 
executive board know about the ex- 
plosions. He said neither they nor 
President Frank M. Ryan knew what 
John J. did, except, perhaps, Eugene 
A. Clancy, of San Francisco. I told 
him it wasn't possible for money tv 
be appropriated every month for Mce- 
Namara without others higher up 
knowing of it. I told Hockin I pro- 
posed to get the men higher up. TI 
didn’t want merely local men. He said 
John J. was the man I wanted. 

Offered to Hire Hockin. 

“Tl offered to pay Hockin to come 
into my employ, but he said he would 
accept only his expenses. I told him 
-at that time Los Angeles had ceased 
to pay me and now I had not only to 
fight dynamiters bit also a class of 
zmen opposed to civic decency in San 
Francisco. 

“TIT told him on the day after the Los 
Angeles explosion I had _ informed 
Mayor Alexander that John J. McNa- 
“mara and Tveitmoe were behind the 
explosion. I impressed him with the 
fact that I didn’t want to arrest John 
J. and James B. and depend on their 
making confessions, and I was afrai‘i 
to watch J. J. at Indianapolis too 
much, -as they might learn of it and 
the whole thing would blow up.” 

Questioned by Senator J. W. Kern 
for the defense about getting Mc- 
Manigal’s first confession in Chicago 
shortly after the arrests, Burns was 
asked:

Son of Burns on Stand. 

Questions asking why James B. Mc- 
Namara, dynamiter of The Los An- 
geles Times building, was not arrest- 

ynti! five months after he had 
been found out, were put by attorneys 
for the def@nse at the “dynamite con- 
spiracy” trial today to Raymond J. 
Burns, son of the detective who man- 
aged the arrest. 

Ravmond Burns had testified that 
he had learned of McNamara’s guilt 
on November 2, 1910, one month and 
one day after twenty-one persons 
Were killed at Los Angeles, and that 
on November 6 his operatives got in 
personal touch with the dynamiter, 
afterwards “shadowing” him for a 
month in the Wisconsin woods. The 
arrest followed on April 12, 1911. 

“You say you knew early in No- 
vember that the man in the Wiscon- 
sin woocs shadowed by your men was 
the dynamiter of The Times building? 
Why did not you arrest McNamara 
right there and then?” asked Attorney 
William N. Harding. 

Wanted Men Higher Up. 

“Because We were trying to get the 
men really responsible for the explo- 
sion,” answered the witness. 

“You mean men higher up «in the 
union?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“You say you 
that Ortie E. McManigal 
plosions at Peoria, II.

Atlantic Supply Co. Wants 


Privileze to. Pick Over 
City Dump Piles. 


The city health board has a pfo- 
posal from the ,Atlanta Supply com- 
pany, a local corporation, to pay the 
city $600 a year for. the. privilege of 
picking paper, rags and junk from the 
garbage dumps scattered in fourteen 
sections on the outskirts of Atlanta. 
Members of council and physicians 
say that the grant will be oposed 1 
the committee of the health boara fa- 
vors it. 

President W. L. Gilbert, head of the 
health board, says that -the board 
should rot allow any one to molest 
the dump piles, and Chief John Jent- 
zen, of the sanitary department, de- 
clares that the city is allowed to dump 
on private property to make filling 
for the owners. He says that $50 a 
month offered for the privilege would 
not compensate the city for the 
trouble it would be put to. 

“We thave trouble as it is to Keep 
the dump piles compact and to keep 
down the odor as much as possible,” 
explained Chief Jentzen. “To disturb 
the piles would, in my opinion, menace 
the privileges the city is enjoying 
pending the erection cf the new 
crematory.” 

Lee Hagan is chairman of the com- 
mittee to which the proposal has been 
submitted. It is understood that 
Chairman Hagan does not approve the 
granting of the privilege and will 
fight it when the committee meets. 

Privileges such as the corporation is 
after in Atlanta are secured at fabu- 
lous figures in the big cities, accord- 
ing to city officials. In New York a 
corporation has” a privilege from the 
citv to gather paper in the retail and 
wholesale shopping districts, and it is 
said that nearly $50,000 is paid to the 
city. 

“The company could possibly get a 
permit from the city to gather paper 
from the streets,” said Chief Jentzen, 
“but would first have to enter into a 
contract with the merchants of At- 
lanta to allow it to gather it from the 
basements. That could be done under 
the supervision of the ‘board and 
would relieve the city of some of the 
work.” 

According to the proposal submit- 
ted to the health board the Atlanta 
Supply corporation agrees to keep the 
dump piles in condition. The chief is 
of the opinion that the city can take 
care of the garbage piles until after 
the crematory is finished.

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DELEON RETURNS. 
FROM AUSTRELIA 


Robbed in Chicago, Assault Left Him 
Dazed and He Wandered 
Across Pacific. 


Moise DeLeon, the Atlanta contractor 
Who disappeared in Chicago last Au- 
gust, and for whom a vigorous search 
Was instituted until a cablegram was 
received by his wife stating he was in 
Sydney, Australia, has returned to At- 
lanta. 

Mr. DeLeon has denied himself to 
newspaper reporters since his return, 
but yesterday afternoon his wife gave 


The Constitution the first authorized 
statement regarding his disappearance 
and return that has been made by a 
member of the family. 

“Mr. DeLeon returned home Thurs- 
day morning,” said his wife, “and was 
here just in time to join the family 
for Thanksgiving dinner. He was met 
at the station by his nephew, Paul De- 
Leon, and they came home in a taxicab. 
I’intended to go to New Orleans and 
meet him Wednesday, but because of 
iliness I had to give up the trip. 

‘ “Neither Mr. DeLeon, myself nor 
anyone else knows anything about his 
disappearance, the cause, or any other 
details, more than that he last remem- 
bers being in Chicago, and that he 
knew nothing more until he came to 
his right mind while in a hospital in 
Bydney, Australia. 

No Brain Fever. 


“We do not believe that Mr. DeLeon 
suffered from brain fever or any other 
sickness of that kind; but are inclined 
to think that he was assaulted in Chi- 
cago, robbed and then left to die. The 
attending physicians at Sydney de- 
clared that he had guffered a concus- 
sion of the brain. e believe that he 
was struck with some blunt instru- 
ment and the brain injured. This left 
him in a dazed condition, arid, although 
able to travel, he did not have the use 
of his entire mental faculties. 

“How he got from Chicago to Sydney 
is, of course, a great mystery to Mr. 
DeLeon. He does not remémber travel- 
ing, either on land or sea—in fact, re- 
members nothing from the time he was 
in Chicago until he reached the Sydney 
hogspital.”’

point Mrs. DeLeon took oc- 
vigorously deny a published 
report to the effect that Mr. DeLeon 
had been “shanghaied” at Vancouver, 
B. C., and forced to work as a coal 
passer in the boiler room ofa trans- 
Pacific vessel. 

“That is all untrue,” declared Mrs. 
DeLeon. referring to the report. ‘Mr. 
DeLeon did not work in the boiler room 
of a vessel, for when he regained his 
consciousness at Sydney the attending 
physicians told him that he was taken 
from the steerage, and had been cared 
for by steerage passengers when com- 
ing’ across, 

Robbed In Chicago. 

In substantiation of the theory that 
Mr. DeLeon was robbed in” Chicago, 
Mrs. DeLeon says that not only was 
all of his money gone when he recov- 
ered consciousness in Sydney, but his 
Masonic and Elk emblems and&even a 
ring which she had given him at the 
time of their marriage, and which'had 
been on his finger so long that the 
knuckle had grown too large to allow 
its removal. The removal of this ring 
proves that robbery must have been 
the motive for his injury, Mrs. De- 
Leon declares. 

Many of Mr: DeLeon’s business 
friends and relatives ‘have called at 
the family ‘home, 744 Piedmont avenue, 
since his return. To them all Mr. De- 
Leon declares that the last thing he 
remembers was when he was in Chi- 
cago. He went to a baseball game at

DYING, HE CONFESSES MURDER 


HE COMMITTED 39 YEARS AGO 


Buchanan, Ga., November 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Alone, and in a dying condition 
in a Denton, Texas, hospital, Joseph 
Addison confessed to authorities of 
that city of killing Thompson Rowell 
in this county in’1873. "To confirm the 
story of the dying man and thinkifig 
that probably he was not in his right 
mind while making these utterances, 
The Chronicle wired to this place for 
a substantiation of the words of the 
dying man by looking over the rec- 
ords of the county. 

The records show that in the year 
1873 Addison was tried and convicted 
of the murder of Rowell, and the ver- 
dict returned by the jury was: “We, 
the jury find the defendant guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter.” The man 
was sentenced to the penitentiary té6 
fifteen years at hard labor. 

After serving about three years of 
his sentence, Addison made his escape 
while coonfined in the penitentiary at 
or near Cartersville. It is supposed 
that the penitentiafy there was only 
a temporary one, as the convicts were 
kept in tents. The story goes that one 
night a terrible wind and electrical 
storm came up, and Addison seeing a 
chance to escape unobserved, fled in 


the night, and came to where is now 
situated Abernathy’s mill, 5 miles 
north of Buchanan, and stayed in that 
vicinity for over a year, from whencs¢ 
he went to Texas, where nothing Was 
heard from him until the messag¢ 
from Denton, Texas, that he was in-a 
dying condition and had confessed to 
the crime. , 

From what can be gleaned from 
those who are familiar with the caée, 
it seems that a dog belonging to Mr. 
Addison one day pounced upon and 
lacerated a hog belonging to Mr. Row- 
ell. Rowell remonstrated with Addi- 
son as to the action of\the canine, and 
as Rowell was walking away from the 
scene, Oze Addison, Joseph's brother, 
asked him why didn’t he shoot Rowell? 
Whereunon Joseph raised the shot. gun 
he was carrying and fired at Rowell, 
who was retreating. The load took 
effect in Rowell’s back, killing him 
almost instantly. 

A time after this Addison was ar- 
rested, charged with the murder, and 
after a time was convicted and sen- 
tenced. 

Jonas and George Addison, who live 
near Felton, in this county, are sons of 
the man who died'in Texas, and both 
are prosperous farmers.

Although a smashing good man on the 
offense, his defensive play is really 
most valuable asset. He works 
in the secondary defense ard is credit- 
ed with making almost half of the 
tackles for his team. 

Barker is given the place at the 
other tackle over a list of good ones. 
He has played three years with “Ole 
Miss” and was really an experienced 
man before he entered college, hav- 
ing played two years under excellent 
apieecnpey m in “prep” football... He is 
powerfully built, being especially 
suited for.a tackle position. He has 
generally been able to look after his 
man on offensive plays on his side of 
the line, and when it comes to de- 
fensive work he is a terror. He 
charges hard and low, and once 
through the line of scrimmage, he 
has a very definite idea of his mis- 
sion and sets about the performance 
of the same in no uncertain way. 

In addition to these two there are 
several other good ones who might 
be selected with very little loss.

E. BROWN AND GILLEM 

OUTRANK THE ENDS. 

The duty of guarding the flanks on 
this mythical eleven has been handed 
over to Enoch Brown, of Vanderbilt, 
and Jenks Gillem, of Sewanee. The 
former has been selected in view of 
his strong defensive work as well as 
Pleasing ability to handle forward 
passes. He is likewise fast in travel- 
ing down under punts and a very re- 
liable tackler. Owing to the peculiar 
style of play employed by Vanderbilt, 
he was used at defensive, or “smash- 
ine” half. His work in this respect 
was admirable. 

Gillem has been chosen for the other 
position, partly fur his defensive end 
play and partly for his kicking abili- 
ty. Owing to the fact that he does 
the punting for his team, he has 
never been called upon to follow’ kicka 
down the fiel4, but ‘his speed and 
agility should make him valuable 
were he ever asked to do such. As a 
defensive end his work has been uni- 
formly good. He is an_e excellent 
tackler and opposing players find it 
an exceedingly difficult matter to-put 
him clear of a play around his side of 
the line. 

There are five other men who have 
crowded the above two very closely. 
These are Kearley and Robinson, of 
Auburn; Vandegnuaff, of Alabama; 
Conklin, of Georgia, and Moore, of 
Tech. Two of these, Moore and Rob- 
inson, are new men. Both are rather 
light, but are as fast. as greased light- 
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ning, and are sure tackles once they 
reach their men. Both should prove 
valuable men for next season. Vande- 
graff, of Alabama, doubtless has a 
slight margin over either of this quin- 
tet. He is a scrapper from whistle 
to whistle, and is very fast on his 
feet. Both Kearley and Conklin are 
the kind that rarely miss a man when 
they reach him. either is hardly so 
fast as the others mentioned above, 
but to see them hit their man, in some 
of the games of the past season, when 
the tackling of their teammates was 
not any too good, was a real treat. 
They are rather the type of end re- 
quired before the forward pass and 
other new rules scattered the defense 
so widely. Under the old style of play 
Conklin especially left little to be de- 
sired. 

LEE TOLLEY GETS 

QUARTER PLACE. 

A survey of the field of quarter- 
backs leaves one a little bewildered, 
hesitating between three or four who 
have done good consistent work, but 
have not been especially brilliant. 

Certain it is there are no. Ray Mor- 


»risons, Chigger Brownes or Kid Wood- 


ruffs in the lst. From what I have 
seen I elieve Lee Tolley, the tow- 
headed pilot of the Sewanee Tigers, us 
the best. He has handled his team 
well, and has proven a good ground- 
gainer when carrying the ball. He 
has also handled punts in an accept- 
able manner, and has been effective 
on tackling in the backfield. His dash 
around Tech's right end in the Sewa- 
nee-Tech game was the most brilliant 
piece of individual work in that game, 
and reports from Nashville have it 
that he was a shining light for the 
Mountaineers on Thanksgiving. 


McDonald, who played the position 


for Tech, is doubtless the runner-up 
at this position. In fact, if he handled 
the team, instead of halfback, I should 
be inclined to favor him. He is a bet- 
ter ground-gainer than Tolley, and has 
a decided value as a punter. However, 
it remains to be seen how well he 
would pan out in the roll of directing 
the team’s play. This much is cer- 
tain that he is as gritty and clean a 
player as has appeared here this sea- 
son, and another year’s weight and 
experience should increase his effect- 
iveness greatly. 

Moody, of Alabama, is another man 
who should have drawn close consid- 
eration, had he been able to play the 
fullseason. He possessed one thing 
which was lacking in several of the’ 
others who filled thisimportant posi- 
tion. He had good judgment, anda en- 
joyed the confidence of his team to 
such an extent that it was never 
questioned. Coles, o¢ Clemson, was 
likewise a good man. Major, of Au- 
burn, is a valuable player, but is not 
a first-class quarterback. Hig punt- 
ing, however, I consider the best of- 
fered by any other southern player.

Third Consecutive Win That Navy Has 
Secured by Reason of 
* Goal Kicking.

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Philadelphia, Nuvember 30.—In one 
of the most stirring football games 
ever played by the two arms of the 
national gervice, the navy this after- 
noon, on Franklin fleld, defeated the 
army by the score of 6 to 0. The mid- 
shipmen did not need “Jack” Dalton, 
who won the 1911 and 1910 games for 
the navy by field goals, for the py 
olis team had another sure-kicker in 
Guard J. H. Brown, who beoted the 
navy to victory by two splendi 
from placement. Both goals 
the lash —-< of play from the 33 and 
37-yard lines, after it began to look 
as if the fierce struggle would result 
in a tie. : 

It was a wonderful triumph for the 
midshipmen. With a record for the 
Season that did not compare as favor- 
ably as that of the army's, and with 
the prevailing feeling that the army 
had the advantage, the midshipmen 
battled valiantly, even during. the mo- 
ments when the tide of the struggle 
was going against them. 

While all credit is due the navy for 
its splendid success, the army was not 
disgraced in its defeat. At times the 
cadets outplayed the navy in all de- 
partments of the game, and it was 
through no weakness on their part 
that they failed to score. Twice when 
the army had chances to score the 
Navy stiffened its. defense and held 
their rivals off. 


Perfect weather conditions prevailed, 
and the game was staged amidst a 
blaze of color, in which golden yellow, 
which has its place on the insignia of 
both branches of the service, predomi- 
nated. ‘ 

Outside the army boys there was 
scarcely one of the nearly 35,000 spec- 
tators who crowded the high stands 
surrounding the gridiron that did not 
carry a pennant of the navy’s blue and 
gold or the army's black, gold and 
gray. 

The cadets from West Point in their 
service coats stood out like a great 
Sray rectangle against the background 
of black and assorted colors in the 
south stand. They carried no colors, 
but the sections on the opposite side 
of the field, where the midshipmen 
were seated, were a teeming mass of 
gold and blue streamers. 

Although tke familiar megaphones 
of previous mages were ruled out by 
an agreement between the two acad- 
emies, the midshivmen rendered a new 
repertoire of songs in 2 way that kept 
the enthusiasm of the crowd at top 
notch. The army cadets also distin-

At the close of the game the gray- 
clad cadets sat and watched their vic- 
torious brothers invade the gridiron 
in a perfect delirium of joy.

It resembles 
the maple, but it has larger leaves, 
making a beter shade tree, and it at- 
taints its growth sooner. It grows to its 
full height, 12 or 15 feet, in ten years, 
when it blossoms.

MAY BE ESTABLISHED HERE 


At the Grady hospital many crippled 
children are being treated free of cost, 
and their crooked, distorted limbs are 
made whole, so they can become use~ 
ful and independent citizens, instead of 
‘leading helpless lives and perhaps be- 
coming objects of charity. Yet many 
such afflicted little ones are turned 
away because there is no money with 
which to pay for treatment after the 
necessary operation. Atlanta cannot 
take care of children, who reside out- 
side the city unless a charge is made. 

It is estimated that there are in 
Georgia at least 1,000 chiléren who are 
cripples, and who could be cured or 
greatly benefited: but there is no insti- 
tution.in the state or the south where 
such patients can be looked after. 
These include the children of indigent 
parents who cannot pay either for the 
operations or treatment. ° 

Plan for Statewide Institution. 

A movement is on foot to establish 
in.Atlanta a sanitarium where crippled 
children car be properly treated. It is 
pointed out that, while the insane and 
those suffering from tuberculosis are 
cared for by charitable institutions. 
there is no place for children who are 
deformed. 

The plan .s to secure an endowment 
by public subscripitong for the mainte- 
nance of such an institution. It will 
take about $150,000 to put svch a place 
on a proper basis. Three or five citi- 
zens are to be appointed who will act 
as trustees, 

Some years ago crippled children 
were consigned to a life of helpless- 
ness, because it was not believed they 
could be made sound; but the advance 
of surgery has shown that such chil- 
dren can be operated upon and relieved 
of their deformities. Eastern ‘institu- 
tions have taken up the great human- 
itarian work and have accomplished a 
wonderful amount of good; but the 
south has so far done nothing in that 
way.

SESSION OF FEDERATION 
TO MARK DISTINCT EPOCH 


By Earle E. Griggs. 


eration of Labor, held in Rochester, 
N. Y., marked a distinct epoch in labor 
matters and policy. 

Three things make this: The report 
of the executive council in the hatters’ 
case, wherein the convention was offi- 
cially notified of the $240,000 fine 
against the United Hatters of America 
for violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law by maintaining a boycott; the de- 
feat of industrial unionism, a system 
under which unions would be organ- 
ized by industries and not by crafts, an 
anti-administration (or socialist) meas- 
ure, and the determination of the fed- 
eration to seek relief from burden- 
some conditions of law by a more ag- 
gressive entrance into politics. 

These are three more or less widely 
separated propositions, but they each, 
taken in their order, point to a_dis- 
tinctly new program for the federa- 
tion’s activity. and dovetail harmoni- 
ously in the day-to-day progress of 
the convention. 

First, in the hatters’ case, in which 
the Loeur Hat company invoked the 
and of the Sherman anti-trust law, and 
the hatters’ union, individually and as 
a union, was fined $80,000, which, under 
the provisions of the law of trebling 
the fine and awarding it as damages 
to the plaintiff, made the amount $240,- 
000, and the contempt case of Gompers, 
Mitchell and Morrison, a direct out- 
growth of the same law, a danger is 
seen to unionism, the debate on ‘the 
floor of the convention last Tuesday 
, revealing that the delegates thorough-

ly appreciated the gravity of the situ- 
ation. 

Frank Mulholland; a Cleveland at- 
torney, who was retained by the fed- 
eration in the hatters’ case, very frank- 
ly discussed the matter with the con- 
vention, saying: 

A Serious Matter. 

_"Tf the decision in that case is not re- 
versed it will be dangerous for any 
man to be a member of a labor union. 
If he has property the property may 
be seized to satisfy a judgment of any 
Suitor who may claim damages. 

“If he has no property, his body 
may be seized and he may be.impris- 
oned for one year and compelled to 
work out a fine not to exceed $1,000. 

“That is the present prospect con- 
fronting union labor.” 

No amendment can be made to this 
law without it being declared uncon- 
Stitutional by the same judges of the 
S&me court who have construed it when 
dealing with the trusts. 

Of all the speakers, Andrew Fur- 
sueth, of San Francisco, of the Sea- 
men’s unton, made the most masterly, 
logical, skillful and lawyer-like prop- 
osition. He would patch the old law 
up by enacting a new law defining the 
difference between property and labor, 
and declaring a man to be an individ- 
ual entity with the right to organize 
and combine for his own betterment 
and the advancement of his Kind or 
craft. With sucn a rider, he believed, 
the old law could be made to work. 

Second, the matter of industrial 
unionism, which came up before the 
convention showed by a decisive vote 
that the federation believes in ite offi- 
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cers, and indorses the adm/inistration’s 
policies invariably. The present 
strength of the federation has nore 
in its policy of recognizing local autor 
omy than probably and one other sin- 
gle factor. 

Industrial unidnism means simply 
that organizations would be formed by 
industries and not by crafts. Every 
individual working in a coal. mine, 
from car driver to miner, would be in 
one union; every worker in the print- 
ing business. from newsboy on through 
every department, would be under one 
organization, and thus in every indus- 
try having more than one craft con- 
nected with it. 

Shortly after the debate opened Wed- 


nesday morning on the resolution it? 


was seen that it would be an adminis- 
tration v. anti-administration, or regu- 
lar v. socialist struggle. 

The resolutions were introduced by 
the delegation representing the United 
Mine Workers of America, which has 
almost invariably been composed of a 
majority of socialists, the minority be- 
ing John Mitchell, a federation vice 
president, and invariably a supporter 
of the administration’s policies. 

In this instance, however, Mr. Mitch- 
ell urged the passage of the resolu- 
tions creating industrial unionism. It 
is true that he was instructed to that 
effect, but it is stated that he was sin- 
cerely in favor of heir passage. 


Resolution Defeated. 


At the close of the discussion, which 
approached an exceeding-y tense period 
once or twice, the vote was taken, re- 
sulting in the resolution being defeated 
by 10,983 to 5,929, with more than 1,500 
votes not cast. 

Those who aligned themselves in the 
discussion with President Samuel 
Gompers and against industrial union- 
ism were Paul Scharenberg, of San 
Francisco; Jere Sullivan, of the Bar- 
tenders; John Lennon, of the Journey- 
men Tallors; James Eagan, of the Ty- 
pographical union; Dennis Hayes, of 
the G'assworkers; Andrew Furuseth, ot 
the Seamen; Hugh McCullough, of the 
Typographical union; John Dyche, of 
the La‘ies’ Garment workers: Matt 
Comerford, of the Steam Engineers; 
Maniel Tobin, of the Teamsters: J. 
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Carey, of the Paper Makers and E. H. 


Perham, of the Telegraphers. 

_ Industrial unionism was defended 
by A. Kugler, of the Brewers; Frank 
Hayes, John Walker, John P. ,White, 
Duncan MacDonald and John Mitchell. 
of the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca; Joseph Cannon, of the Western 
Federation -of Miners; °J. Mahlon 
Barnes, of the Cigar Makers, and Max 
S. Haves, of the Typographical union. 

This vote can be considered to re- 
veal the administration strength, for 
this contest is considered the annual 
contest of the element which opposes 
in the federation what they term 
Gomperism. : 

At this stage it is seen that, first, 
the federation realizes the urgent 
necessity for a modification of the 
eherman anti-trust law by amend- 
ment, and, second, that the policies of 
the administration have a following 
of nearly three-quarters of the ccn- 
vention strength. When it is under- 


stood that eacir delegate votes by 


units of the membership he repre- 
sents, or about one vote to every 100 
members or fraction thereof, this con- 
dition is revealed as democratic in the 
fullest decree. 

The final and important action of 
the federation was more tacit than 
positive. It was an indorsement of 
the very aggressive policy of the ex- 
fecutive counc#! tn its political action 
wherein it played no little part in the 
victory of the democratic party and 
urged a continuation of this policy 
with the federation’s moral support. 


Report of Executive Ceuncil. 


Along this line the following is 
quoted from the report of the execu- 
tive council to the Rochesrtitr conven- 
tion: ; 

“We feel that the campaign in- 
augurated by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in 1906, and which was 
again taken up with renewed vigcer 
in 1908 and continued in 1910. which 
resulted in the election of fifteen men 
holding trade union cards to the 
house of representatives, and a great 
number of trade unionists in the 
legislatures of the various states, has 
been a means of increasing the effici- 
ency of the committees that have becn 
appointed by the state and central! 


unions for the pur- 

pose of questioning candidates as to 
their attitude ‘ttoward labor meas- 
ures, sO that the, machinery for car- 
rying on labor’s 1912 political program 
existed in ne*rly every city where 
we had 
cue s 
Summing up the-three most impor- 
tan: .o»- of the convention, it may be 
stated that it found itself confronted 
by a serious propositon in that the 
Sherman anti-trust law had been 
made a very formidable weapon 
against organized labor by the United 
States supreme court's interpretation: 
that the “olicy of the executive coun- 
cil was to go into non-factional poli- 
tics and seek the amendment of the 
law declaring it referred to property 
and not to producers, and that the 
administration controlled the conven- 
tion by a nearly three-quarters vote 
When it is understood that the con- 


, Stitution and by-laws of the Amer'can 
vederation of Labor positively pro- 
hibits political indorsements it can be 
readily seen that this convention was 
epochal. In the past the executive 
council has met this condition by 
formvlating a series of principles of 
benefit to the workers of the coun- 
try,-and wh'‘ch have the stamp of ap- 
proval of the convention, and then 
rresenting them to the party conven- 
tions for indorsement, and following 
this action with vigorous and wide- 
spread publicity of _the replies, al- 
lowing the worker fo fcrm his own 
conclusions as to where he shall let 
his suffrage lle.

Cordele, Ga., November 30.—Chestley 
Williams, the negro who shot two 
white women near Rhine and assault- 
ed one of them, was dragged from the 
Vaults of the county elerk at McRae at 
2 o'clock this morning by a mob and 
riddled with bullets. Sheriff Wilcox, 
of Telfair county, attempted to evade 
the mob with his prisoner by hiding 
the negro in a vault in the courthouse 
at McRae, but his efforts were unsuc- 
cessful. The lynching was quiet and 
the town is now orderly. Neither of 
the women is dead, but one is not ex- 
pected to live. 

Willlaens was taken to McRae short- 
ly after midnight last night to evade 
a mob which was chasing Sheriff Wil- 
cox and his prisoner in automobiles. 
The “sheriff attempted to outwit his 
pursuers by placing the negro in the 
vault of the county clerk in the court- 
house instead of taking him to’ the 
jail, but the ruse proved unsuccessful. 

The negro was accused of entering 
the home of a prominent farmer near 
Rhine, a small town, in the absence 
of the male members of the family. 
The farmer's wife was .shot and his 
18-year-old daughter then assaulted, 
The crimes were discovered when the 
farmer returned home, and a man- 
hunt was immediately organized. 
Friends of the negro Williams are 
gaid to have revealed his hiding place 
to the sheriff.
